fixed by bacteria.

“Clovir s the {deal soll renewer,
because It contains the nitrogen and
the organie elemenis,

“The usual practice [= to plan
clover with wheat and after the wheat
hne been harvested the clover Is plow-
ed under with the wheat stubhle, Na-
ture has so adjusted the rate of
growth that when the wheat s cul
the elover ls only a few inches high
But afterwards It shoots up rapldly.

“Here s where hubam ls espe-
clally valuahle. It grows to a helght
of six, eight, and wen feet In one sen-
gon, and when the farmer plows |t
under he puts back in his soll a fer-
tiltzer of the very highest valune and
in great abundance, He gets both
quantity and quality.”
